Incident Summary: On January 23, 2022 at approximately 5:28p.m. Officers were dispatched to the 4000
Block Walford St on a report of a person shot. Upon arrival, officers made with victim #1 who was
suffering from a gunshot wound to the upper body. Victim #1 stated that he was sitting in his vehicle in
the parking lot of the 4000 Block of Walford St when an unidentified individual fired several gunshots
into his vehicle striking him once in the upper body. Victim #1 was transported to a local area hospital in
stable condition. While investigation the initial incident officers learned of a second victim who
transported himself to a local area hospital suffering from a single gunsot to the lower body. Detectives
responded to the local area hospital where they interviewed Victim # 2 who stated that he was walking
through a parking lot in the 4000 Block of Walford St, when persons unknown fired multiple gunshots
into his direction striking him once in the lower body.

This incident is still under investigation.
